HELSINKI, Feb. 5 (AP).—Finn- 
ish forces northeast of Lake Lado- 
ga killed more than 500 Russian 
soldiers and captured much booty 
in .repulsing three new Russian 
attacks, the Finnish army declared 
in today’s communique, 

Two of the Russian attacks were 
against island positions; the third 
was against shore positions on the 
lake, the communique said. 

“Our troops’ captured another 
enemy stronghold, killing the ma- 
jority of the defenders,” the com- 
munique continued. “The enemy 
dead numbered more than 500. 
Seven tanks, four guns, large 
quantities of other arms, more than 
30 automobiles of various types and 
other war materials fell. into our 
hands.” 

The Finns said that Russian at- 
tacks also were repulsed at Summa, 
on the Karelian Isthmus in thé ex- 
treme southeast, and at Markajarvi, 
in the north, near the Arctic circle.

LONDON, Feb. 5 (AP). — The 
British minesweeper Sphinx, badly 
damaged by German aid raiders 
Saturday, sank today as it was 
being towed toward port in heavy 
weather. Four officers and 45 men 
were missing and believed lost. One 
officer and four men were Known 
to be dead in addition. Forty-four 
men and two officers were saved. 

The tow line broke and the ship 
capsized as it entered port. 

The Sphinx was one of at least 
11 vessels attacked by Nazi raiders 
Saturday in a ddmaging sweep 
along Britain’s east coast from 
Scotland to the Humber estuary. 

One other vessel, the 629-ton Nor- 
wegian, steamer Tempo, was sunk, 
and several others were damaged 
badly, but were able to make port. 

The 875-ton Sphinx was complet- 
ed An December, 1938, at a cost of 
about $500,000. Normally it carried 
a complement of 80 men, but more 
were aboard for war duty. 

The Sphinx carried two four-inch 
guns and five smaller weapons. 

It was the twenty-fourth British 
naval loss of the war and the third 
minesweeper, 

Meariwhile, the anger of the Brit- 
ish press rose against what news- 
papers termed “murderous” Ger- 
man attacks on North Sea shipping. 

Sinking of the 1064-ton British 
steamer Portelet by mines was dis- 
closed when nine survivors landed 
at an East Coast port. Two of the 
crew were killed. 

Survivor Tells of Attack. 

Edward Mullender of the trawler 
Willa, in telling of Saturday’s air 
attack at sea, said two German 
planes flew over his ship “so low 
that we could have hit them with 
a stone.” 

“We dived into the galley, where 
we heard bullets spattering on the 
ship like peas on tinplate,” he said. 
“We found no damage and shortly 
after the planes left heard ex- 
plosion as they apparently at- 
tacked a large steamer in the dis- 
tance.” 

Germany called ‘the raids a 
“sounterblockade,” and Berlin's 
Sunday communique declared 14 
ships were sunk Saturday at a cost 
of three German planes. 

British sources called the Ger- 
man claim absurd and said it would 
have been impossible for the at- 
tacking planes—12 at most”—to 
have done so much damage. 

The British acknowledged attacks 
on the following ships with bombs, 
or machine-guns, or both:

ASSOCIATE JUSTICE FRANK MURPHY 
N his court robes, just before taking the oath in open session of 


Fifth Roosevelt Appointee 
to Tribunal Sworn in by 
Clerk—Court Bars Mail 
User’s Suit on Postmas- 
ter’s Bond. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt's fifth appoin- 
tee to the Supreme Court—Frank 
Murphy of Michigan—began serv- 
ice on the tribunal today after tak- 
ing an oath to administer justice 
impartially. 

Justices. appointed by Roosevelt 
thus constitute a majority of the 
nine-man tribunal, 

The oath was given in open 
court by Charles Elmore’ Cropley, 
the clerk, after Murphy had 
marched into the chamber with his 
colleagues, Justice Black was ab- 
sent because of illness. 

A large number of the new jus- 
tice’s friends were present to wit- 
ness the ceremony. 

Murphy was attired in the tra- 
ditional black robe of a jurist. He 
repeated the judicial oath in a low 
voice and then was escorted to his 
seat at the extreme left of the 
bench. ‘There, before he sat down, 
he shook hands with Associate Jus- 
tice Frankfurter, whose place on 
the bench is immediately to Jus- 
tice Murphy’s ‘right. 

Ruling in Suit Over Mail. 

In the only decision handed down 
today, the eourt ruled that a pri- 
vate mail user cannot sue for dam- 
ages on the bond of a postmaster 
without the consent of the Govern- 
ment, Justice Reed delivered ‘the 
opinion, which upheld the Govern- 
ment’s argument that the sole pur- 
pose of the bond was “to furnish se- 
curity to the United States against 
loss of funds and property for 
which postmasters are responsible. 
The case involved a damage suit 
brought by the Midland Loan Fi- 
nance Co. of Minneapolis against 
Patrick J. Malone, acting postmas- 
ter at Montgomery, Minn. The 
Supreme Court affirmed dismissal 
of the suit by the Eighth Circuit 
Court. 

Among other actions today, the 

court: 
Refused to review litigation in- 
volving the “prudent investment” 
theory of valuing public utilities for 
rate-making purposes and an order 
by the Wisconsin Public Service 
Commission directing the Wisconsin 
Telephone Co, to reduce its rates by 
8 per cent. The Wisconsin Su- 
preme Court had set aside the rate- 
reduction order. , | 

Wage Decision to Be Reviewed. 

Agreed to review a decision which 
set aside a determination by the 
Labor Department of the minimum 
wages seven steel companies must 
pay their employes in order to sell 
their product to the United States. 
The law involved is the Walsh- 
Healey Act which requires persons 
who contract to sell the Federal 
Government more than $10,000 
worth of supplies to pay the pre- 
vailing wage for their locality as 
determined by the Labor Depart- 
ment, 

Agreed to review a decision by 
the Court of Customs and Patent 
Appeals which declared illegal «a 
1934 presidential proclamation in- 
creasing the import duty on canned 
clams to equalize the difference in 
cost of production in ‘the United 
States and in Japan.

BELGRADE, Feb. 5 (AP) Ru- 
mania, Greece, Turkey and Yugo- 
slavia have extended their Entente 


for seven years, pledging continu- 
ance of their present neutral status 
“so as to preserve this part of 
Europe from the trials of war.” 
Ending a threeday conference 
last night, Balkan Entente diplo- 
mats set out for their capitals, each 
determined to work out relations 
with larger powers and one another 
on an individual basis, 

There were no absolute guaran- 
tees. Rumania, caught in the Al- 
lied-German trade pincers, was seen 
by neutral observers as failing in 
its aim to turn the Entente into a 
military alliance to assure assist- 
ance in case of German or Rus- 
to Rumanian inde- 
pendence. 

The partners, however, declared 
their “will to remain united within 
the Entente“ and “to watch in com- 
mon over the safeguarding of the 
rights of each of them to inde- 
pendence and to national territory.” 

A communique said the confer- 
ence recognized; 

“1, The common interests of the 
four states in the maintenance of 
peace, order and security in 
Southeastern Europe. 

“2. Their firm decision to 
maintain strictly their positions in 
regard to the present conflict so 
as to preserve this part of Europe 
from the trials of war.

The most amazing thing in this 
third world, the United States, re- 
marked the Ranee of Sarawak on 
her arrival in St. Louis today to tell 


the Junion League about “Living in 
Two Worlds,” is the women, and 
the most amazing thing about the 
women is “the education racket.” 

“That’s all they think of,” said 
the Ranee, who had an English up- 
per-class bringing-up, as the daugh- 
ter of Viscount Esher, before she 
was married to one of the few ab- 
solute monarchs in the world, the 
white Rajah of Sarawak, and went 
to her “second world” in Borneo, 

“After my lecture, all their ques- 
tions are about education—what 
was my education, how could I ed- 
ucate my daughters? They’re mad 
about self-improvement, 


“Perhaps Far Too Clever.” 

They're very clever, but perhaps 
far too clever. Men don't care about 
clever women. I’ve glanced around 
at an audinece of women without 
seeing one that looked really fem- 
inine. 

“Perhaps I shouldn't draw con- 
clusions from lecture audiences— 
but I find the same sort of thing 
socially in New York, among the 
loveliest women in the world. It 
seems to me that your women take 
far too great a hand in politics, in 
public affairs. I believe they’re 
trying to drive men right off your 
continent.” 

But the Ranee, who says it’s poor 

form to call her Lady Brooke or 
her husband Sir Vyner Brooke, 
had plenty to say of British poli- 
tics—except of Duff Cooper, whom 
she hopes to avoid on this tour, 
for she’s “said dreadful things 
about. him.” 
-“I’m solidly behind Chamberlain, 
and so, I am convinced, are two- 
thirds of the British people,” she 
declared. .“All those rumors one 
heard about his having invest- 
ments in Germany—they’re just 
rot. 

“In the first place, he hasn't the 
brains to think out such a scheme, 
and in the second place he’s far too 
simple and honest to imagine do- 
ing such a thing. 

He's typically, slowly and sin- 
cerely English. And he honestly 
admits he was taken in by Hitler, 
Anyone might have been. The 
whole German people seems to be 
still taken in by him.” 

Expects War to End Soon. 

The Ranee believes the war will

her, she says, that “no one else 
does.” She dissents vigorously 
from the view that the Allies mean 
to “crush” Germany, or that any- 
one in England believes that is 
necessary for a lasting peace in 
Europe. 

That's the most vicious sort of 
propaganda,” she declared. 

“In the spring —at the end of 
the war—a Hollywood producer 
plans to make a moving picture 
of her “Three White Rajahs,” she 
explained. The story tells of Sir 
James Brooke, adventurous young 
officer retired from Indian serv- 
ice because of wounds a century 
ago, who quelled a rebellion in Sa- 
rawak and got the 50,000-square- 
mile kingdom for his own in re- 
ward, and also of his nephew, the 
second Rajah, Sir Charles Johnson 
Brooke, and her husband, Sir 
Charles Vyner Brooke. 

Between “Two Worlds.” 

For the last 30 years, the Ranee 
said, she has divided her year be- 
tween the “two worlds” of her lec- 
ture. She spends five months in 
Sarawak, “the wet season — the 
other is the rainy season,” and 
seven months “at home,” that is, in 
London. 

Her three daughters are “at 
home” now, all three are in war 
work. Lady Inchcape, recently 
widowed at 29, has opened a hos- 
pital and a home for refugees and 
is-driving an ambulance, The oth- 
er two, Mrs. Valerie Gregory and 
Mrs. Harry Roy, wife of a London 
dance band leader, inform her 
only that they are “amusing the 
Royal Air Force.”

For her lecture the Ranee wore 
a dull red silk dress with a gold 
design and was heavily bejeweled 
with Malayan trinkets.

No Explanation of Detroit 
Priest’s Failure to Speak 
Except Hint of Events 
This Week. 


DETROIT, Feb. 5 (AP).—The un- 
explained failure of the Rev. 
Charies E. Coughlin to deliver his 
usual Sunday broadcast provided a 
mystery today for church and ra- 
dio men as well as for his follow- 
ers. 

Father Coughlin could not be 
reached for an explanation, and as- 
sociates at his Shrine of the Little 
Flower in Royal Oak said his 
whereabouts was unknown. 

The Rev. Edward J. Hickey, 


Chancellor of the Archdiocese of 
Detroit, said he could offer no ex- 
planation. Archbishop Mooney was 
out of the city. 

Three announcements, inter- 
spersed with organ music, occupied 
the hour usually devoted to Father 
Coughlin’s Sunday address over his 
own network. Early listeners were 
advised to “telephone some friend 
to join this audience.” 

Hint of Events to Come. 

The announcer, stating he was 
unauthorized to give any explana- 
tion, first told hearers that Father 
Coughlin would not speak. Later 
he returned to the microphone to 
say: 

“Pay no heed to idle rumors 
which will be circulated this week. 
Be assured Father Coughlin knows 
what he is doing. Probably events 
transpiring this week will enlight- 
en you.” 

After another musical interlude, 
the announcer warned listeners not 
to be “alarmed.” Urging them to 
“do your share to have his larg- 
est audience ready to hear his mes- 
sage, he said “we confidently ex- 
pect that Father Coughlin will re- 
turn to the microphone next Sun- 
day.” 

The management of the net- 
work’s outlet station (WJR-Detroit) 
said Father Coughlin had been ex- 
pected to talk, and expressed sur- 
prise that he did not do so. The 
priest delivers his speeches from 
his church. 

No Church Explanation. 

Since the arrest of 17 members 
of the Christian Front in New York 
three weeks ago, charged with con- 
spiring to overthrow the Govern- 
ment, Father Coughlin’s name has 
often come into discussion. He 
has advocated a Christian Front 
to fight Communism and Naziism, 
but disclaimed any connection in 
the New York instance, though 
calling himself a “friend of the 
accused.”

FRENCH RAILROAD BOMBED 
AGAIN BY JAPANESE PLANES 


Second Attack at Same Spot in China In- 


creases Casualties to 150—Flyers Return 
During Rescue Work. 


SHANGHAI, Feb. 5 (AP).—A sec- 
ond Japanese air bombardment of 
the French-operated Kunming-Ha- 
noi Railroad was reported today to 
have destroyed communications at 
about the same spot as an earlier 
raid which caused United States 
representations in Tokyo, 


Belated reports of the new. at- 


tack, said to have occurred Feb. 1, 
listed no casualties, but increased 
the toll of the earlier bombardment 
to 150 killed and wounded. 

Forty bodies were said to have 
ben taken from the wreckage. Two 
French nationals, the wife of a 
French railway inspector and her 
infant daughter, were listed among 
the dead. 

The Japanese airmen returned as 
rescue work was in progress, 
these advices added, and cut the 
railroad telegraph lines, hampering 
attempts to remove the wounded 
and identify the victims. 


(A Central, Chinese, news agency 
dispatch to Hongkong said a sec- 
tion of track and several bridges 
were demolished in the second raid. 
It said Chinese pursuit planes com- 
batted the Japanese, but that one 
was shot down, and all the invading 
aircraft escaped. 


French Ambassador Presents Pro- 
tests Against Bombing at Tokyo. 

PARIS, Feb. 5 (AP).—Authorized 
spokesmen announced today that 
France’s Ambassador at Tokyo had 
protested against Japan's bombing 
last Thursday of the Kunming- 
Hanoi Railway, in which several 
Europeans were killed. The line 
connects Indo-China with Central 
China. 

The French said the Japanese 
spokesman told the Ambassador his 


Government had heard of the 
bombing only through news re- 
ports but that, in principle, the 
Government observes complete “sol- 
idarity” with army actions, Previ- 
ously, French had intimated the 
bombings had been carried out by 
the army against the wishes of the 
Japanese Government, 

An oral reply to the French pro- 


was not considered sufficient and 
a formal written reply was awaited. 


TOKYO, Feb. 5 (AP).—The For- 
eign Office spokesman, Yakichiro 
Suma, confirmed today that Eu- 
gene H. Dooman, Charge 
of the United States Embassy, last 
Thursday delivered a note charg- 
ing that Aerial attacks on the rail- 
way endangered American ship- 
ments and “inconvenienced” Amer- 
icang residing at Chungking. 

The railway had been bombed 

several times on the grounds that 
it serves the Central Chinese Gov- 
ernment at Chungking by carrying 
munitions. The French have denied 
this. 
Suma said, the American rep- 
resentations contain many points 
which the Government is studying 
from a legalistic viewpoint.” 

He denied that undisciplined mili- 
tary authorities were responsible 
for the raids. He added that the 
Japanese Government “fully in- 
dorses” the operations and said 
they will continue so long as there 
is “military necessity.”

McClellan took over the manage- 
ment when Louis H. Egan, who had 
been president for nearly 20 years, 
was Ousted following disclosures in 
connection with the SEC investiga- 
tion. Laun and Boehm, executive 
vice-president, were removed from 
their official positions at the same 
time, but all three were continued 
on the payroll at their old salaries, 
$60,000 a year for Egan, $42,000 for 
Boehm and $16,800 for Laun, and 
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were assigned to duties in connec 
tion with the SEC inquiry. 

Their salaries were reduced Jan. 
1 to $1500 a month for Egan and 
Boehm and $1250 for Laun, and 
following the statement of Secre- 
tary Spoehrer to the SEC early in 
January, Egan and Boehm resigned 
as company employes and were 
taken off the payroll.

The max- 
imum penalty for perjury in a Fed- 
eral case is five years in the peni- 
tentiary and a fine of $2000. 

Egan, Boehm Leave Washington. 
Brien McMahon, attorney for 
Louis H. Egan and Frank J. 
Boehm, former president and exec- 
utive vice-president, respectively, 
of the St. Louis company, disclosed 
that his clients left Washington 
over the week end. They returned 
to their homes in St. Louis.

-WASHINGTON, Feb. 5 (AP).— 
Retail sales in 1939 amounted to 
$37,950,000,000, an increase of 32 
500,000,000 over the sales in 1938, 


the Commerce Department estimat- 


ed yesterday. 

The 1939 figure was about two 
billion dollars under the 1937 recov- 
ery peak. Half of this difference 


was attributed by the department to 


lower prices and half to smaller 
sales in the automative field. - 

Secretary Hopkins, in announcing 
the estimates, said that the upswing 
was shared by all major business 
groups. Although automobile sales 
were below those of 1937, they in- 
creased 28 per cent over those of 
1938. Mail order houses showed the 
greatest gain in general merchan- 
dise sales with a 12 per cent in- 
crease, 

The Commerce Department esti- 
mated that the quantity of food and 
general merchandise sold in 1939 
was equal to that of 1937 and about 
7 per cent above that of 1938. 

A less favorable outlook for 1940 
was forecast by the CIO in its 
monthly survey of business condi- 
tions. The labor organization's 
Economic Outlook listed the cur- 
rent economy campaign in Congress 
as the major depressing factor. It 
said others were:

For the sake of the record it may 
be useful to reprint the text of 
the Vandenberg resolution (Res.

“Resolved, That it is the sense 
of the Senate that the Government 
pf the United States should give 
Japan the six monthe’ notice re- 
quired by the treaty of 1911 for 
its abrogation, so that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States may 
be free to deal with Japan in the 
formulation of a new treaty and 
in the protection of American in- 
terests as new necessities may re- 
quire. 

“Resolved further, That it is the 
sense of the Senate that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States 
should ask that the Conference of 
Brussels of 1937, not in recess, 
should be reassembled to deter- 
mine, pursuant to the express pro- 
visions of the Nine-Power Treaty 
of Washington of 1922, whether 
Japan has been and is violating 
said treaty, and to recommend the 
appropriate course to be pursued 
by the signatories.” 

This resolution, as Senator Van- 
denberg points out and as every 
one knows, was not approved by 
the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Affairs.

“I have only one war aim—to win 


the war; only one peace aim—that 
peace shall be lasting,” he said. 

After thus disclosing that at 
least one eminent member of the 
Cabinet had not more than a broad 
idea of what Britain would do with 
victory, if achieved, he proceeded 
to reveal the nature of that broad 
idea. 

“Never again under this leader 
or any other leader, under this 
regime or any other, must they (the 
Germans) have the power to in- 
flict upon the world the misery 
which twice in our lifetime they 
have done,” he declared. 


Many Peace Plans. 


This is a far cry from the many 
elaborate peace plans which have 
been put forward by less respon- 
sible people since the war began, 
and it Is particularly remote from 
the idea which has been constantly 
expressed by a good many Liberals 
and Laborites, that Germany, now 
at the beginning of the war, should 
be promised a peace far more lib- 
eral than Versailles. While that 
may be the way. things will work 
out, Stanley’s pronouncement indi- 
cates that the Cabinet believes in 
winning the war first and making 
peace terms afterward, and that 
it certainly does not intend to 
promise any consolation prizes to 
the enemy in advance,

Danger of American Balkans. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE cartoon, “Road to the American 

Balkans,” and the editorial, “A Dis- 
turbing Decision,” in the Post-Dispatch 
last Wednesday, are American in the 
best sense of the word. They are highly 
praiseworthy. It took three wars—the 
Revolutionary War, the War of 1812 and 
the Civil War—to make the United States 
one of the largest free markets in the 
world, Is this precious heritage to be 
destroyed? The sales tax is a triviality 
by comparison. 

‘The lightning from this dark cloud 
may soon strike in Missouri, in St. Louis. 
The Supreme Court’s sales tax decision 
may cause the Alabama Supreme Court 
decision, affirmed by the United States 
Supreme Court, to be interpreted to cause 
serious disturbance to St. Louis enter- 
prises. 

What will happen depends on Missouri 
officials. As a possible result, the coal 
dealers may move their offices from St. 
Bouis to East St. Louis. Firms in other 
lines may be put out of business. Unem- 
ployment may increase. An attempt thus 
to increase the revenue from the Mis- 
souri sales tax may result in an actual 
reduction in Missouri tax revenue.

These 13 states account for a bloc of 82 votes in 
the electoral college, With these states in the bag, 
the Republican strategiste think they could elect 
the next President, the rest of the necessary votes 
coming. from the New England states, Pennsylvania, 
Michigan, Ohio and certain other populous states 
east of the Mississippi. 

There is no doubt that many Western farmers are 
unhappy about the trade pacts. There are certain 
factors which make tariff revision less appealing 
to the farmers now than it was in past years. 

For one thing, the current program of crop control 
and price-pegging has raised agricultural prices in 
America to levels which discourage foreign coun- 
tries from buying our agricultural products, For 
another, the Allies are conserving all the dollar ex- 
change they can lay their hands on to purchase planes 
and munitions from us. So if we lower our tariff 
barriers by means of reciprocal trade treaties, less 
of the additional dollar exchange which foreign na- 
tions thereby obtain will be spent on farm products 
than in past years. 

Yet after all this is granted, agricultural econ- 
omists are still virtually unanimous in saying that the 
farmer will benefit by the continued use of the trade 
pacts to promote our commerce with foreign coun- 
tries. The amount of agricultural products which 
has been allowed to come into thé country in com- 
petition with our own crops has been negligible. The 
increase in the volume of our farm exports to trade 
agreement countries has been considerable. 

Most of the discontent of the farmers with the 
trade pacts is based on the limited quotas of beef 


and dairy products which have been imported, chiefly 
from Canada, The farmers fee] they would get 
more for their products except for this competition. 
arthur. C. Bunce, a research economist. at Iowa 
State College, has made a study of these factors 
and has published the results in a book entitled “Eco- 
nomic Nationalism and the Farmer.” He finds that 
the limited agricultural imports have exerted a 
healthy regulatory effect on farm prices. 

He points out that when Wisconsin farmers have 
succeeded in boosting the price of dairy products, 
by means of tariffs, a sharp acceleration of the dairy- 
ing industry in the South has resulted. Mr. Bunce 
concludes, therefore, that 

any benefits from the tariff on dairy products 
are, at least in part, of a temporary nature, and 
by stimulating increased production in other 
areas, forces are set in motion which tend to 
counteract the initial benefits received by milk 
producers. 

It will be a tragedy for the nation if the Re-

A NEW APPROACH TO LOW-COST HOUSING. 

A new plan of slum rehabilitation which should 
be free of much of the criticism leveled at the ex- 
isting model housing projects is to be announced 
shortly by the Federal, Housing Administration. 
Whereas the investment in current model housing 
projects is admittedly so great that the rents can 


5 be paid by low-income families only with continuing 


subsidies by the Government, the investment under 
the new plan is expected to be low enough to permit 
the rents to be met fully by the groups benefited. 

Under the new plan, loans will be made for the 
repair and modernization of homes in blighted areas. 
Whole biocks of homes in the rundown districts will 
be taken over and modernized and refurbished. Mod- 
ern plumbing and heating will be installed. A cen- 
tral heating plant for a whole project is indicated. 
Enough buildings, will be torn down to provide park 
facilities where they do not already exist. 

Since real estate in blighted areas can be acquired 


with improvements, should be low enough to keep 
rents within reach of under-privileged families. The 
scheme has been tried by private capital in Phila- 
delphia and found to work smoothly. 

In St. Louis, in the blighted areas east of Grand, 
there are thousands of residences which were once 
the homes of the city’s well-to-do families. The 
houses are of excellent construction. But they have 
become smoke-smeared and cheerless and lack up-to- 
date heating and plumbing facilities. The cost of 
transforming these places into cheerful two-to-four- 


| family apartments would plainly be only a fraction 


of the cost of building new structures. 

These areas will naturally become more attractive 
as progress is made toward smoke elimination. And 
the substitution of modern heating facilities in re- 
habilitated portions of thesé areas would itself aid 
in solving the problem of smoke.

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SENATOR TRUMAN FILES. 

Senator Truman, who was lifted out of obscurity 
by Boss Pendergast and placed in the United States 
Senate, hag filed for re-election, in an attempt to 
lay rumors that he would retire from the race and 


accept a Federal job, possibly on the Interstate Com- 


merce Commission. However, these rumors are based 
on the realities of the situation. It Is not believable 
that Truman could beat Stark in a two-man race, 
whereas if he runs against both Stark and Milligan, 
he will be a bad third.

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QUESTION BARRAGE FOR DUFF COOPER. 

The address here last night by Alfred Duff Coop- 
er, former First Lord of the British Admiralty, 
was a set piece of pro-Ally oratory, with little that 
greatly impressed or astonished the listener. When 
the Liberal Forum’s question period arrived, however, 
it became a stimulating occasion. 

The audience had registered its sympathy for the 
Allied cause and its antipathy for Nazi-igsm during 
Mr. Cooper's formal address. Yet when listeners 
got a chance, they popped up all over the hall to ask 
pointed questions and tear some of the speaker's 
most cherished arguments to pieces. Why does 
Britain interfere with American mails? The British 
now oppose aggression and conquest, but how did 
they get their own empire? How is the present con- 
demnation of Russia to be reconciled with Britain’s 
energetic efforts last year to win an alliance with 
Russia? Why doesn't Britain send effective help 
to Finland?

David to the Russian Goliath

Hard- bitten and a crack soldier, Einland's Baron Mannerheim, 
revered by the people, played a great part in establishing nation’s 
independence, sketch shows; no lover of Russia, he elaborated the 
tactics that have defended his country against Soviet attack. 


From Time. 


HE defense tactics that have so amazed 
Tine Russians and the world were planned 

long before Russia invaded Finland last 
fall. And the man who planned them— 
and whom the Finns revere—was the Man- 
nerheim who served for 29 years in the 
army of the Czars and who ruthlessly won 
in Finland one of the bloodiest civil wars 
in history. : 

Baron Mannerheim's father started out 
as a spoiled intellectual rebel and ended 
up as a tycoon with a rich wife. He had 
eight children. The third was named Carl 
Gustaf Emil. In him was a little of the 
tycoon, a great deal of the rebel. Wrote 
his.mother to a friend: “I can feel secure 
about all the rest of my children, but what 
is going to become of Gustaf?" 

Gustaf was packed off to the Hamina 
Cadet School at the age of 14 and immedi- 
ately established himself as a ‘leader. He 
went on to the Nikolaev Cavalry School 
in Russia proper and came out a Second 
Lieutenant in 1889, aged 22. Two years 
later, he wangled a transfer to the Czar's 
Chevalier Guard, After his marriage to 
Anastasia, daughter of Major-General Niko- 
lai Arapov of the Czar’s suite, Lieut. Man- 
nerheim’s advance was rapid. ; 

By 1906 Col, Mannerheim was marked as 
a coming man in the Czar’s service. When 
the war broke out he was a Major-General. 

Next month he was at Opatow protecting 
Russian mobilization. When the division 
of which his brigade was apart was at- 
tacked by strong Austro-German forces, his 
Gengra!, Delsal, sent him orders to retreat 
to the right. Major-General Mannerheim 
retired to the left, guarded the only road 
of retreat, saved the division. He got the 
Order of St. George for that, with a special 
commendation for disobedience.

From 1916 to 1917, he was on the Bessa- 
reabian- and Rumanian fronts. After the 
March Revolution in Russia, disciplinarian 
Mannerheim began to have trouble with 
hig younger officers, tried to punish them 
for insubordination, was overruled by the 
General Staff.

The Whites took Viipuri, the Reds filed 
into Russia, and qn May 16, 1918, Manner- 
heim rode into Helsinki in triumph. 

Of the White Terror that followed the 
civil war, there are many conflicting stories, 
but nobody denies that Reds were executed 
by the thousands, that thousands of others 
died in concentration camps and many 
more thousands fled to Russia. Whatever 
the cause and the figure, they got rid of 
the Finnish Workers’ Republic.

Congressman Hook Refuses 
to ‘Concede Anything’ in 
Attack on Their Validity 
in Subcommittee. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5 (AP).— 
Hook (Dem.), Michigan, refused to 
“concede anything” in the attack 
on the invalidity of letters purport- 
‘ing to link Chairman Dies (Dem.), 
Texas, of the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities to William 
Dudley Pelley, Silver Shirt leader. 
Hook told a House Rules sub- 
committee that even if the docu- 
ments were forged, their inclusion 
in the Congressional Record did 
not violate the House’ rules.

Hoffman, speaking in behalf of 
his resolution, told the committee 
that even assuming the documents 
were genuine, Hook’s remarks were 
improper because they reflected on 
a member—Dies—who was not on 
the House floor at the time and 
was confined to his home by ill- 
ness. : 

Hoffman said the remarks at- 
tempted to connect Dies with trick- 
ery and with “subverting” the 
power given him by the House 
when it authorized the investiga-

Mr. Eccles is something of a lone 


Wolf in the Government, and he 


speaks his mind freely. He thinks, 
although he comes from a silver 
state, that the silver-purchase poli- 
cy of the Government is cock-eyed. 
He says that “we should follow the 
unpopular but necessary course of 
imposing additiona] taxation in or- 
der to meet the added costs of our 
armament program and to reduce 
the deficit.” But in this tax pro- 
gram there should be no sacrific- 
ing of the low-income groups 
“whose sustained and increasing 
purchasing power is needed to sus- 
tain and increase production.”

ICK children cannot do good 
8 school work. A healthy brain 

is required for that and only a 
body well-nourished can supply the 
blood in quality and quantity that 
the brain needs for school work. 

The quality of a child’s work is 
often an indication of his health. 
Good work, of high quality, comes 
from the child who is big, of good 
height and weight for his age; 
who sleeps, eats and plays with 
good will. Poor work is the ex- 
pression of one whose vitality is 
low, whose blood is poor, whose 
nerves are ill-nourished and s0 
not under control, whose body, 
short of nourishment; tires too 
soon, 


An experienced teacher can pick 
up a sheet of work and come close 
to telling what sort of health the 
pupil enjoys. He ought to be quite 
as understanding of a child’s be- 
havior.

It is for us, who are concerned 
with such children, to get help for 
them, to encourage the organiza- 
tion of forces that will cure the 
conditiong that make disorderly 
children, When that is accom- 
plished, we can easily take care of 
the few who are destined by birth 
for custodial care. But we cannot 
hope to teach ailing children. We 
must cure them first.

LEASE give a brief outline of 
the vitamins, what they do and 
in what foods they are found, 


An outline of the vitamins is as 
follows: 


Vitamin A.—<Action: For growth, 
prevention of infections, and vision 
(night blindness). Found in butter 
and cream, whole milk, cheese, eggs, 
liver, red salmon, green and yellow 
vegetables and fruits, tomatoes and 
olives. ; 


Vitamin B—<Action: For good ap- 
petite, good muscle tone, general 
nutrition stimulant; prevents ner- 
vous disease. Found in milk, wheat 
germ, whole rice grains, nuts, yeast, 
liver, egg yolk, lean pork, oysters. 

Vitamin C—Action: For healthy 
gums and teeth; prevents scurvy. 
Found in fresh citrus fruits, or- 
anges, lemons, etc.—tomatoes, cab- 
bage. 

Vitamin D.—<Action: For good 
bone growth; good teeth. Found in 
fish liver oils, codliver oil; small 
amounts in milk, eggs, cream and 
butter; irradiated food products. 

Vitamin Action: Strengthens 
reproductive faculties. Found in 
green vegetables, especially lettuce. 

Vitamin G—<Action: For general 
well-being. Found in cheese, eggs, 
lean muscle meats (fresh), liver, 
kidneys, brains, bananas, green 
leaves, potatoes, cereals, 

Vitamin H—Action: For skin 
health. Found in liver. 

Vitamin K—Actions: For blood
